13-1,1, he rau to Jerusalem, and thence 
to Cairo, and up the western bank of 
the river into Upper Egypt. Uere, just 
outside the village of Syang, ho was 
seen to (--top and rest, loaning against a 
palm tree, his face covered with a 
handkerchief. Ho rested so long that 
some persons tried to wako him; but 
they tried in vuin for he was dead. He 
wns burled at the foot of the tree, and 
it was years before his friends in Europe 
kuewwhat fatolmd befallen him.—'J'td-

THB MURDER TRIAL. 


John Q. Adams on Trlbl for Hie 


Life. 


Yesterday afternoon 
soon after two 


o'clock the counsel succeeded in securing 
the 12th man in the John Q. Adams mur- 
der case, now on trial in the circuit court 
The jury is made up of'the following cit- 
izens of the comity: John M. Hughes, 
Wm. B. Hutchina, B. D. Uhricb, D. F. 
Hubbard, W. C. Jones, J. O. Boby, Theo. 
Bobb, B. T. Dovia, John P. Jones, John 
W. Bell, John O. Paxton and M. Talbot. 


Tho opening statements were brief. 


They sot forth that on Sept. 6,1883, on 
the main street in Mnroa, John Q. Ad- 
ams, then a police officer, shot Joseph 
Cooper, a farmer, through the breast, and 
that IB days afterward Cooper died. 


The witnesses examined for the prose- 


cution up to noon to-day were George 
Oonovor, Tira Waller, J. B. Austin, Mrs. 
J. G. Schonok, Miss Fannie Schenck.Hen- 
ry Jump, Dr. A. E. Morgan, John Haw- 
kins, Jumoe Wiley, Cal Braden Wililam 
Dill, James Bidder, Jeflerson Cramer, 
David Road aud Clay Angle. 


Tho cirnmstauces of the killing, as de- 


tuiled in the KEI>DBLICAN, at the time of 
the shooting, were reiterated by these wit- 
nesses. Cooper was drunk that day, and 
just returned to Muroa from Decatur, 
whoro he had attended the county fair. 
In eompauy with a friend, Coopor had 
cone mto a shod at Mnroa to take n drink 
ont of a bottle. Om'cor Adams saw them, 
and told Cooper in elloct that ho was do- 
ing wrcuig aud should quit. Then ho 
pasaod west and stopped in front of Em- 
ory's bank, to which point Adams was 
followed by Coopor. The two men had 
some words together which culminated 
iu Adums drawing his revolver and shoot- 
ing Cooper. Milton AJams, president of 
tho town board, and n number of other 
people on tbo street saw the shooting. 
The prosecution will attempt to show 
that the deed was done without provoca- 
tion, and will also endeavor to bring be- 
fore tbo jury the alleged tact that Adams 
hud nu old grudge ugaiust Cooper and 
that lie had threatened to got oven with 
him iu flomo way. It is stated that some 
months, before the shooting Adums aud 
sovoriil otliorH bud gone out bunting, nud 
that Cooper had oidered them oil' hie 
farm. Cul Bradon testiliod this morning 
that after Cooper was taken into Dr. Ax- 
tou's drug stoie and placed in a chain 
Oltiucr Adams appeared in tho doorway, 
looked in aud said to Cooper: "I told you 
I'd kill yon, d—u you." Witness testified 
tlint tlioic were mauy persons standing 
about at tho tune, but couldn't name any 
of them. 


Tho defense will attempt to show thate 


Cooper was following Adams for tho pur- 
])OH« of doing him harm, and that at the 
time tbo shot wua 1'trcd he bad a knife iu 
IIIB hum]. 


Witnesses for tho prosecution stated 


that a knife was found on tLm person of 
Cooper by the ollicor, who handed it to 
Milton Adams. It was partly opened. 
Tim Waller testified that he couldn't 
Htuto where Adams got the knife, but be- 
lieved lie toolc it outot Cooper's pocket 
uid then opened it ns he handed it to 
Miltou Adams.

Anotner Evidence of Persecution. 
The bigamy case ot The People vs. 


James M. Hiatt came up again this morn- 
ing in the circuit court before Judge 
Smith, who allowed the motion to quash 
the indictmeut. Mr. Hiatt was at once 
discharged from custody. He was feeling 
good all over, and he went into the sher- 
iffs ollice to shake hands with that offi- 
cial before taking his departure. There 
was a surprise in store for him, a surprise 
which he had DO reason to anticipate. 
Sherilf Foster shook hands with the dis- 
charged journalist, and then told him 
that he had another warrant for his 
arrest on a charge of perjury, sworn out 
at Pontiao this week by his son, Otto 
Hiatt. 
The muchly persecuted Hiatt 


could only bow to the mandates ot the 
officer, and after conferring with « num- 
ber of friends and writing several letters, 
in company with Constable Harris the 
prisoner went to tho county jail, where 
he will remain until the sheriff of Liv- 
ingston county arrives and takes him to 
Pontioc for a preliminary hearing before 
a justice of the peace. Some weeks ago 
it will be remembered that revengeful 
wo&an in this celebrated case (Mrs. Hiatt 
No. 1, of Indianapolis) had Iliatt arrested 
on n charge of perjury, and he is now 
under $1,000 bail waiting liis trial nt the 
October term of tho Livingston county 
circuit count. Now just as ho was releas- 
ed on the bigamy charge, Mr. Iliatt is 
again assailed by his former wife who, by 
using the law, puts him behind the bars 
on a second charge of perjury. We are 
not fully acquainted with all the facts in 
the case, but it appears that the persecu- 
tion of Hiatt in chiefly inspired out of a 
spirit of revooge—to keep him in hot 
water and put him behind the bars as 
often ns possible. . » .
